EQUIPPED FOR PIRATICAL PURTOSES, 


Hong’ Asam’ and thirteen’ othets wore 
charged that they were found within the 
Colony of Mongkong feloniously on board 3 
certain junk or vessel. equipped for the pur- 
pose of piracy on the 26th December.  - 

.Prisoners pleaded not guilty.
